through  habit. 

Even  a  "busy  woman"  should  devote 
at  least  fifteen  or  twenty  minute*  twice 
a  day  to  -the  training  of  lier  form  to 
make  it  straight,  round  and  flexible.

Virginia  I’enny,  lo  Whom  All  yXowarn 
Oil  a  l*fht. 

Forty  years  ago  the  occupations  opt-n 
to  women  were  three — housework,  sew¬ 
ing  and  teaching.  They  dij  not  do 
much  at  teaching  except  iu  primary 
schools.  About  this  lime  Virginia 
Penny,  a  gentlewoman  born  and  bred, 
became  interested  iu  the  industrial  ad¬ 
vancement  of  lier  sex.  She  became 
convinced  that  the  glorious  world  of 
achievement  held  a  Tut  lire  for  ambitious 
girls  as  well  as  boys.  She  believed  that 
the  time  had  come  for  opening  to  worn 
en  new  avenue*  of  self  support.  With 
this  belief  came  the  resolve  that  she 
htvself  would  do  what  she  could  to¬ 
ward  opening  these  uew  paths.  Then 
sIm*  threw  herself  into  the  task  with  all 
Ha!  enthusiasm  of  a  gifted  woman.  At 
her  own  expense  she  traveled  throughout 
tin-  Uniou,  visiting  factories,  schools  and 
Commercial  establishments.  There  were 
not  many  railroadata  the  con ti try  then, 
and  uo  elevators  at  all  in  boeiness 
houses  to  shoot  }  >11  lip  ten  stories 
in  half  a  unnnte.  Miss  Penny  jour¬ 
neyed  by  stage  ami  wagon  and  climlaad 
the  dtaircas  s  afoot.  She  met  and 
braved  gisuit,  snub  and  sneer  in  get¬ 
ting  information,  rif  these  she  took  no 
note,  but  she  did  make  careful  note  ev¬ 
erywhere  of  wages,  tacts  and  iiossibili- 
tics-  all  that  could  l*-ar  on  the  ijuestion 
of  woman's  work.  The  information  was 
written  out  in  forceful,  elegant  English 
u#d published.  It  was  issued  once,  1  re¬ 
member,  under  the  title,  "Five  Hundred 
Occupations  for  Women.”  It  opened  the 
eye*  of  thousands  to  the  opportunities 
tliat  lay  liefore  working  women  and  all 
around  them.  But  this  fine,  strong-  book 
profited  Ate  author  scarcely  u  dollar. 
Mu  spent  all  In  r  money  in  preparing  it 
and  lnr-t  her  health  besides.  Happy 
working  women  are  following  in  the 
path*  she  |M>tn;cd  out,  some  of  them 
earning  ai.imhi,  f.l.uoo  and  ^10  UOO  a 
tear.  Miss  Penny  is  destitute.  I  found 
her  the  other  day  living  on  bread  and 
i  pffee,  and  even  that  had  given  out,  and 
she  had  tried  to  borrow  twenty  five 
cent*  lo  buy  more.  She  is  sixty-five 
tear*  old.  \\*e  women  must  raise  u  fund 
to  make  Virginia  Penny's  last  days  com¬ 
fortable,  and  we  must  do  it  at  once.  L 
will  take  charge  of  it  unless  some  l>et- 
ter  way  can  1st  found.  Any  sums  sent 
to  me  1  promise  to  see  faithfully  turned 
over  for  her  use.

1  have  heard  of  a  society  woman  who 
studied  law  iu  order  to  make  herself 
more  brilliant  and  uucoiupl tailed  in  con¬ 
versation.  It *is  ltetter  to  know  some¬ 
thing,  eveu  from  such  a  motive  as  tnis, 
than  not  to  know  anything  at  all. 

When  1  seen  girl  stenographer  going 
to  her  work  about  half  p:ist  'J  in  the 
tooruing.  wearing  white  gloves,  a  bunch 
©t  artificial  violets  in  her  buttonhole, 
her  hair  curled  all  over  her  head  in  a 
way  that  indicates  an  hour's  use  of  allot 
iron,  and  wearing  little  toothpic  k  point¬ 
ed,  peg  heeled  shoes,  so  tight  that  she 
camiot  walk  at  all— only  totter — I  know 
that  that  girl  will  never  be  a  successful 
busiuoss  woman. 

Mrs.  Eunna  Beckwith  lately  gave  a 
lively  lecture  before  the  Brooklyn  Phil¬ 
osophical  association  on  "Woman  in 
Politics.”  Mrs.  Beckwith  is  a  strict 
Republican,  bnt  she  says  when  she  con¬ 
siders  what  maigs  “protection”  has  done 
for  women  it  is  almost  enough  to  make 
a  free  trader  of  her. 

The  Roman  Catholic  college  of  St. 
Francis  Xavier,  iu  New  York  city,  has 
'made  what  really  seems  to  me  the  must 
advanced  step  on  the  woman  question 
that  church  has  yet  taken.  This  is 
nothing  less  than  admitting  women  to 
its  free  i*>*t  graduate  course  in  moral 
phijosophy.  Father  Halpin,  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  college  aud  lecturer  on  moral 
philosophy,  was  the  tirst  to  give  his  as¬ 
sent  to  the  x»etitioii  that  women  might 
attend.  "1  have  no  personal  objection,” 
he  said.  "It  only  lacks  precedent." 
Archbishop  Corrigan  was  consulted.  He 
laid  the  matter  before  the  superior  of 
the  Jesuit  order  anil  in  due  time  sent  an 
autograph  letter  td  the  brave  young 
woman  who  had  applied  to  him  inform¬ 
ing  her  that  her  request  had  l>een  grant¬ 
ed.  A  graduate  of  the  Harv;ird  aunex 
is  among  the  ladies  availing  themselves 
of  this  opportunity  to  obtain  instruction 
from  the  accomplished  scholar  who  lec¬ 
tures  on  moral  philosophy.  Bachelors 
of  arts  who  take  the  course  and  pass 
examination  successfully  receive  the  de¬ 
gree  of  master  of  arts. 

A  girl  sometimes  fancies  she  Is  dying 
of  a  broken  heart  when  it  is  simply  a 
case  of  nuaeniia.

Wheu  wo  iiiado  the  second  %slart 
wo  got  nhout  half  way  up  here,  the  little 
woman  leudin  llio  way  nil  the  time. 
Then  we  had  to  stop.  You  couldn't  see 
three  foot  from  your  nose,  and  all  of  us 
was  freezln  to  death* by  lucheii." 

"Aud  you  went  back?” 

"We  did.  Tlte  woman  was  deter¬ 
mined  to  pusli  on,  and  we  je*t  had  to 
pick  her  up  and  carry  her  hack.  It  waa 
only  by  the  Lord'*  hamL  pintiu  the  way 
that  we  ever  reached  our  cabin  agin. 
We  had  our  ears,  nose*  and  fingers  friz, 
and  an  hour  arter  we  got  bark  water 
friz  solid  in  our  cabin  within  five  foot 
of  a  roarin  fire.

Then  she  made  a  bolt  fur  it  and 
got  away." 

"And  went  to  her  deatbr  ' 

"Jest  as  sartin  as  if  she  had  jmnped 
off  that  cliff.  The  blizzard  sbet  us  in 
fnr  three  day*.  When  we  got  ont  we 
found  her  within  twenty  rods  of  the 
cabin.  She  had  friz  to  death  goin  that 
for.  Of  course  wo  knowed  how*  it  would 
be  up  here.  Tho  horses  had  been  un¬ 
hitched  and  turned  out.  They  lay  over 
by  that  tree.  The  folks  in  the  wagon 
had  crowded  together  and  kivered  up 
with  all  the  blankets,  but  all  war  stun 
dead  and  a*  hard  as  rocks.  They  never 
saw  that  fust  night  come  down.
